Naples, April 85.— A fatal panic oo*

Several 
fights between less oonsidersble bodies 
of Nationalists have been itopped hj 
the police. 

Another Inceiidisry Fire In Hall. 

London, April 26. — Another incen- 
diary fire was started in Hull today at a 
timber dock. It was discovered and ex- 
tingtdshed before doing much damage. 
Riotous crowds still fill the streets near 
the docks. Several fights between uuiou 
and nouunionist laborers took place this 
afternoon and several persons were in- 
jured. Two nonunionists were shot 
with revolvers but will recover. 

The anarchists in London have de- 
cided to make a demonstration in Hyda 
Park on May day.

St. Petersbcbo, April 25.— The OflS- 
cial Gazette in recording cholera statis- 
tics for the empire denies that a case 
has been found in tins dty since last 
December.

His attorneys 
set up a |)lea of insanity, but the Jury re- 
turned a verdict of guilty, and the Judge 
sentenced him to be hanged on May IS. 
The jury reco«imended him to the mercy 
of the court, however, and his sentence 
may not be carried out. 

The Amherstburg Echo sn\H be will 
likely be sent to an asylum, as the opin- 
ion is general that he is a lunatic. He 
was insanely jealous of his wife, and cut 
her throat in one of his passions. When 
arrested he was trying to and his own life 
by cutting his throat. 

Veney was bom in this city in 1845. 
His mother at the time was a slave, 
owned P7 a ^uaily named Cleney, and 
she WW employed in a rope factory. She 
became insane in the papt year orso^ and 
died a few mouths since at Amherstburg.
